men, and Labourers in this Iſland, that have wrought at their re- 
ſpective Trades, or other Work or Labour done for any the itants Here, 
when their Accounts for ſuch Work or Labour have by ſuch Inhabitant or 
Inhabitants aforeſaid been paid and ſatisfied, by and in the Hands of ſome 
Merchant or Merchants in this Iſland, as oftentimes is that way paid, by the 
Deſire of ſuch Handicraftmen, or Labourers aforeſaid ; which being done, 
the Merchant or Merchants aforeſaid, forthwith upon ſuch Diſcount, charge
